ſervient : But above all,. it is the only Knowledge which can

Nor will the 4d vantages to- Mankind of ſuch a Defi 191 as 


this be leſs conſpicuouns, if we look upon the contrary Evtl 


from which it tends to deliver the Minds of Men, viz. Igno« 


rance of. Divine things.'. For why ? The Power of the Prince 


of. this Werld,: is by no othcr Charafter ſo muob known, as by 
the Title of the Kingdom of Darkneſs. And what Sins and 


Miferies are there, Which this. [gnorance and Darkneſs is not 


the fruitful Parent of ? It were enough to ſet Tonorance out

when it once prevails over a Whole People, it is ſo fruitful 
in Miſery alſo, that the State of ſuch Men becomes a per- 
feft Emblem of Hell, as will eaſily occur to the Obſervation 
of any that are at all acquainted with the ſtate of the World, 
fo as to be able to compare one People With another, with 


reſpeft to their Knowledge of God and Religion, 


For Inſtance, let but any one compare the People of this 
Nation, amongit whom ( praiſed be the infinite Goodneſs of 
Heaven for fo inyalnable a Bleſſing ) the Light of the Go- 
fpel ſhines with a Meridian Brightneſs ; if we do but compare 
theſe with the Naked Indians, the African Cannibals, or 

rather With the Georgians, a Degenerate Race 
55, Jobs of Chriſtians in Aſia , among whom the No- 
rravcls, tons of God and Religion are m a manner quite 

extint# ; and amonzit our ſelves there are ſome 
rolerable degrees of Humanity, Honeſty , and Goddnefs ; 
whereas the others are ſo much Worſe for Bloodſhed, Luſt, 
Cruelty, Revenge, and whatever Brutiſh and Savage Man- 
ners, than Wolves, Bears, and Tygers ; inaſmuch as being 
Rational ( reatures, they bave greater ( unning and C apa- 
city of doing Miſchief ' one to another , than thoſe Bruits 
bave., 


And indeed in any part of the World we ſhall find that 
-proportionably to the Increaſe or Decreaſe of Chriſtian Knows 
ledge, do Vice or Yertne make their Advances reſpefively; 
fo that as on the one ſide innumerable are the Miſeries and 
horrid are the Sins, the Barbarities, (ruelties, Peruries, 
Mur- 
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Murthers, Adulteries, and whatever other Violations of the 
Laws of God, Nature, and Nations, that proceed from the 
bitter Fountain of Ignorance of the true Nature of God and 
Religion : So unſpeakable on the other ſide would be the Be- 
nefits conſiſting in Juſtice, Mercy, and Peace ; in Piety to 
God, and Tell order'd Afﬀettions as to our ſelves, were but 
the World throughly enlightened with the Knowledge of God, 
and the true Nature of pure and undefiled Religion. 


And now if we conſider theſe things, how ſtrange « it 
there ſhould be thoſe amongſt us, who, as much as they owe 
their Security and FHappmeſs at home, to the Influence that 
Religion has upon onr -Publick Laws and Private Aftions ; yet 
are perfe&t Enemies to the propagation thereof abroad, But yet 
it ts not to be wonder d, that ſome. ſhould hate the Light, ir 
is becauſe their Deeds are Evil. I ſhall jay no more to 
'em, but that the Day will come, when they will find their 
Omiſsons in promoting, or rather their Obſtrufions to the 
Progreſs of Chrittiauity, the moſt terrible part of all their

Reverend Sirs, 


T Aving been ſo well acquainted, by being concern'd in a 
Parochial Cure my ſelf, with the Method of Indigent 
Travellers, who always make firſt to the Miniſter of 
the Pariſh ; and befides his own Charity, deſire him 
to recommend em to ſuch as are well diſposd Perſons therein ; 
I preſume the more to apply to you in the ſame manner, in the 
behalf of your Brethren going abroad into the Plantations to ſerve 
the Great Maſter of us all, our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt ; 
and who having a Zeal for his Work, want only thoſe means for 
the propagating of Chriſtian Knowledge, viz. good and proper 
Books, without which 1t1s ſcarcely conceivable how they ſhou!d 
be either ſurniſhed with a ſufficient meaſure thereof themſelves, 
or impart 1t to otters. I have little reaſon indeed to doubt of 
your own Liberality in this matter, the Charity and Generofity 
of theClergy being fo very apt upon moſt occafions, to outgo 
their Ability. And the Members of our Univerſities particu- 


a larly 


tarly, if we conſider the Noble Donations and Additions which 
have been- made by them to their Libraries, Chappeis and other 


| Buildings, they will be found to have erected more Monuments 
_ of their Zeal for the Advancement of Learning and Religion in a 


few years laſt paſt,than any other Perſuaſion or Body of Men (not 
the Romaniſts excepted) have done in many Ages heretofore. 
Nor {ſhall we deſpair of a favourable Antwer from thoſe to 
whom we would deſire your Application on cur behalf, provided 
they are ſcaſoned with any tolerable mcaſure of Zeal for the Glo- 
ry of God and of true: Religion , {or thoſe who are really Pious, 
cannot but eafily receive the Imprefiion, when they are given 
to underſtand. that there is no Charity in the World whereby 
they can ſo much contribute to the Honour of God, and the 
good of Souls, as this ; That it is an Apoſtolical Work to have 
an hand in converting Souls to God, and that there is no way 
whereby the. Laity can have ſo immediate a hand therein, as 
that which is here oftered to them. 

[ could urge how that in agreat meaſure from the Colonies 
abroad, our Citizens and Merchants have had their prodigious 
Wealth, and that hicher it 1s that the Countrey-Man and the 
Tradeſman do vend their Manufactures and Commodities; and 
it were but reaſonable to propoſe it alſo to the Conſideration of 
our Perſons of Honour and Quality,as a thing not unworthy their 
RefleQion, that fince the Diicovery of the Plantations, rheir 
Rents have been advanced, and their Splendor increaſed treble 
ro What their Noble Anceſtors before *em were acquainted 
with. And upon all this, it were natural enough to expoſtulate 
with 'em ; what reaſon there can be, that they ihould reap all rhe 
advantages to themſelves from the Dangers and Fareigues of other 
Men, and repay nothing back towards their chiefeſt well-being. 

_-But that which | would defire might be chietly conſidered and 
ſuggcſied to all Ranks and Degrees of Men, is this, That as 
ſcarce any People have receiv d greater Advantages from the 
Forcign Plantations, than we have done; and no Nation in the 
World, I am ſure, has a better Religion to requite them with,

an exceſs of Modeſty, as little as we baulk other Duties, and forbear 
to warn our Peopleof other Sins'; yet it is rarely that we are found 
much to mind 'em cf works of Piety (as thoſe we do here endea- 
vour to promote, are really ſuch)-and to do which is a Duty as ne- 
ceſſarily Incumbent upon all Men, according to their Ability,asany 
other Duty whatſoever, and the omiſſion 8s much a Sin. Pars- 
ticularly, and eipecuaily it is ſeldom they are put in mind how 
much it lies upon *em to contribute towards the ſupport and ex- 
rent of the Chriſtian Name: And that the flighting the Oppor- 
tunitics which God hath given us of ſetting up the Banners of 
Chriſt's Kingdom, where Satan does {till folely govern the Minds 
of Men, 1s a great Sin ; and indeed, fince the Divine Providence 
has been ſo propitious to us in our Temporal Concerns and In- 
tereſts, as to extend the Engliſh Dominions to the Remoteſt 
parts of the Earth, ſuch an Ingratitude to God, as is not the 
leaſt among(t thoſe National Sins we are guilty of, and are to 
Anſwer for. 

F muſt confeſs inceed, that where People will be fo ſiniſter in 
their Interpretations of what we do or ſpeak, as to call our 
Diſcourſes and Perſwations to Works of Piety; 'a Preaching of 
our ſelves, and our own [Intereſts, it is hard enough fdr:generous 
Spirits, who ſcorn what does in the leaſt favour ot Selfiſhneſs, to 
be ſound in ſuch Arguments. And theretore [ believe it is, that 
tho' our Parſonages, and Vicarages do continually ſuffer greater 
Diminutions by tar in their Dues, from the Sacrilegious Invaders 
of the Churches Patrimony, and from- pretended Modeus's and 
Preſcriptions. (not to ſpeak of groſler Methods) than our poorer 
Vicarage Houles do by their Dilapidations, yet it is ſeldom or 
never that any of us trouble our Auditories with aflerting our 
own Rights, and 1n warning our People leaſt they rob God in 
his Tythes and Offerings, as careful as we are to Preach up a- 
mong(t 'em that Juſtice to one another which concerns the Pre- 
ſervation of their own Meum and Tuum. The reaſon is the re- 


luctance 


lutance we find in our ſelves to be thought, or ſo muck-as ſuſpeCt- 
ed to ſeekour ſelves in the Diſpenſation ot our Miniſtry : And hence 
alſo it is not without difficulty that we can be perſwaded to trou- 
ble Mankind with thoſe ungrateſul. Arguments which wou d 
draw any thing-from- em towards the ſupport and (ſervice of the 
beſt of. Churches amongſt us. Bur here in the Caſe we are now 
upon, there is no danger of ſuch Imputations, ſince what goes 
into the Plantations goes too-far from- You, Reverend S:rs, to 
terminate upon your ſelves, 

But however, we are ſecure enough in the Nature of the 
thing here defir'd, for With as evil an Eye as the World looks 
upon the Preſerments of the Engliſh Clergy ( not conſidering 
the inſupportable Charges appendant.to the greateſt part of them) 
and hate to ſee us Rich, yet to do the Layty right, I never knew 
any of 'em envy us Books, Learning, Knowledge ; much leſs 


can it be ſuppos'd they will, when the Books we deſire are of 


ſuch a Nature, and do. fo directly enable us to impart uſeſul 
Knowledge and Inſtruction to themſelves, as the following Ca- 
talogue in the whole Compolition of it, 1s deſign'd to do. So 
that the caſe of the Plantations we are thus Bold to commit to 
your Management, we do humbly. conceive is what You may 
with a good Grace, and Aſſurance enough ſolicite in our be- 
half. 

And :ndeed, ſince I am fo throughly perſwaded, that nothing 


can fo dire&tly tend to-encourage Good Men, and Lovers of 


Souls, to venture themiclves in the Labours of the Goſpel a- 
broad, as g00d Books ; and nothing can ſo immedately tend ta 
render, em | Good and uſcful when they are therc, as the fame, 1 
mult theretore conjure . you my Brethren, as you will approve 
your ſelves to our Heavenly Maſter, to have had his Glory prin- 
£ipally in your Eye, that you will aſſiſt with the utmoſt of your 
Pow er and Eloquence 1 in the obtaining what you can towards 


Jas provicing of theſe Libraries, as a principal Means of pro- 


noting the [neerelt of Chriſt's Kingdom. 
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1 cannot tell what Apprehenſions 'other Men may have of 


theſe Matters, but for my own'part I am fo fully perſwaded of 


the uſefulneſs thereof, that ſince it is not eaſie in ſuch Times of 
Publick Neceſſities as theſe are, 'to get Libraries for all the ſmaller 


Vicaridges of this Kingdom (as the Noble Sir Roger Twiſden, 


did ſo worthily and picuſly projeQ) whereby the Miniſters there-

of might be in a Capacity to Inſtruct the People with ſound and 

ſo'id Dodtrine in all the Effentials and Neceſlaries of Chriſtianity ; 

The next Good thing, cven equa), if not beyond : the Endow- 


ments of their Vicaridges, I could wiſh for the good of God's 


Church amongſt us, 1s, that there were but a Library in every 
Deanary of the Kingdom, and that placd either in rhe Center 
of the Deanary, or rather in ſome Market-Town, where it lies 
convenient for the Clergy ty borrow Books out of it, when at 
any time they ſhall have occafion to Read upon any Important 
Point of Religion, 1n order to clear their apprehenftons therein, 
that fo they might with Judgment and Satety to the Peoples 
Souls, treat thereof tro 'em ; and thoſe Lending Libraries having 
the Books mark'd upon the Covers to what Deanary they belong, 
and lock'd up in Book-Preſſes made on purpoſe to keep *em in, 
and Repolited with the Rural Dean, the Miniſter, or the School- 
Maſter of ſuch Town, they might with very little Trouble be 
ſent for on any Market-Day, and as eaſily return'd within a con- 
venient Time, (as there ought to be a limited time for it, as a 
Month for a Fo/7o, a Fortnight for a Qzarto, and a Week for an 
Oftavo.) 

In the fr /t place, The having of theſe Libraries diſpers'd through- 
out the Kingdom, for the uſe of the Clergy,would moſt manifeſtly 
and directly tend to the good of the Laity ; whoin ſuch caſes might 
promiſe themfelves a full Inſtruction in all the Points of Faith and 
Pratice, whereas with the preſent Proviſion, all that they can ex- 
p:& to hear are general Exhortations to Religion, and ſome Mo- 
£1v: s tothe Practice of the Duties: thereof: But without a very 


con{\d:-rable number of very good Authors,it'is morally impoſſible 
they ſhould havetheir Judgments truly and throughly Inform'd' in 
the Nature and Extent of all the Duties to God, their Nesgghbour 

hs and 
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and themſelves, which cannot be done without- mach Readings * 
Much leſs ſhall a Miniſter be able, without good Skill in the 
Scriptures, and being much converſant in ſeveral Critical and 
Dogmatical Writers, be able to explicate and inforce all the Do- 
Arines and Principles of Chriſtianity ; without the Knowledge 
and Belief of which, and a Vertuous Practice ated upon thoſe 
Principles, the greateſt Regularity in Manners cannot be call'd 
a Chriſtian Lite, nor entitle thoſe that live, tho never ſo agree- 
ably to the Rules of Morality, to a Chriſtians Reward : which 
rwo things being well: conſider d by the Laity, viz. That tizey 
can neither be-duly InſtruCted in Faith nor Practice, except the 
Clergy ſhall be ſufficiently provided of Books for that purpoſe : 
And withal, that it is the buſineſs of a Paſtor, not only to Feed 
his Flock, with wholſome Inſtruction, but alſo to defend *em 
from the Contagion of Erroneous and Heretical Dodarines, which: 
cannot be done without a competent Skill in Modern Contro- 
verſies, and thoſe not a few ; even the Laijety would then think. 
themſelves extreamly concern'd to have ſuch a Proviſion of ne» 
ceſlary and uſeful Books made for the Clergy. 

And then Secondly, As to the Clergy themſelves, I am fo fully. 
perſwaded of the Benefir to them, of theſe Lending Libraries, 
that they ſeem to me to be the moſt likely means, and to be in 
2 gcod meaſure ſufficient, to reſtore even thoſe of the loweſt Ca- 
pacities in the Miniſtry, from both thoſe Evils, which the 


Author of the Contempt of the Clergy ſays, are the Cauſes of our 
Contempt, viz. Ignorance and Poverty. And, 


I. As for Ignorance in our'proper Calling, it muſt indeed of 
necellity caule the Contempt of thoſe who are found to be ſuch. 
In any Calling a Perſon tis valu'd proportionably to his Know- 
ledge and Skill therein , eſpecially in . ours. And yet I do not 
ſee how it 1s pollible for moſt of us bur to fall ſhort of a complear 
Knowledge.in the whole Body,. even of Preachable Divinity, as 
the Caſe ſtands with molt of us ; for one Third of the Livings of 
England come not up to 501. per Anum, which I am fure will 
afford but very little, it any rhing at all, to purchaſe Books 


with, 


—— - Pen 
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with, when Domeſtick Charges, and Publick Payments are ſa- 
tisfy'd ; and yet without the Reading of ſuch Books, at leaſt, as 
are of more immediate uſe to inform ourſelves 'in all the Terms 
of the Covenant of Grace, that fo we may be able to inſtruct 
others, how is it poſſible (now that Inſpiration is ceasd) but 
that we ſhould be ignorant to our own extreme Diſgrace, and 
the infinite Prejudice of thoſe Souls commrtted ro our Charge ? 
And again, except we ſhall have a Colle&tion of ſuch Books, 
eltzer 0 0ur own, or ſomewhere near at hand, whence we- may 
borrow em, how 1s it poſſible we ſhould ever read 'em ? 


HI. And the having of theſe Lenaing Libraries near at hand, T 
do alſo humbly conceive, will contribute not a little, to prevent 
that crher occafion of our Contempr, v2z. Poverty , at leaſtwiſe, 
2s to many of us : For this I am very certain of, that many of 
the Clergy in Poorer Livings, who are Bookithly given (and *tis 
pity that ever any ſhould enter into Holy Orders who are not 
of- this Spirit } can ſcarce keep taeimſelues clear of the Bookſellers 
Accounts, nor Money in their Pockets for their neceſſary Occa- 
fions, hecauſe of their Charges that way ; which yer I think are 
as much their Neceſlaries as Meat and Drink, which give Nou- 
riſhmenrt only to the worlſer part of us. 

Well, and if there be any Truth in that other Imputation, as 
the Cauſe of our Contempt, which the Adverſaries of our Church 
are ſo apt to charge us withal ; v/z. The ſcandalous Immoralities, 
which perhaps it may be too true that ſome may be guilty of ; 
| do humbly conceive that this Scandal alſo may be in a great 
meaſure remov'd, by the ſame means of having Lending Libra- 
ries; For whence ts it that many ſeek for Company and Diver- 
fion abroad, but for want of the better Society of good enter- 
taining Authors at home : The Truth of it is, there are a orr 
of Writers which are traditionally handed down from one Old 
Study to another, who are not ſuch a good Humour'd and In- 
viting Society as to make one delight much in their Converſa- 


tion : But what Man of Spirit or Education, had he a Ju/tin Mar- 


tyr, a Tertullian or Cyprian; a Sanderſon, a Hammond or Tillot- 


ſon, 


© 


ſon, come to viſit him, would leave ſuch Men of Senſe for tlic 
Society of the Sons of Be/za/. 

Not to ſay, that our Acquaintance with ſuch Excellent and No- 
ble Authors, will render our Soctety when we do meet together 
ſuch as becomes Men of Education and Learning ; will elevate 
our Thoughts and Diſcourſe above the vulgar and uſual Conver- 
ſation, in which it is much below us to be found, will ſupply us 
with thoſe Notions and Matter for Diſcourte, as will render us 
not deſpicable, but venerable amongſt thoſe we ſhall happen to 
converſe withal. 

In ſhort, I look upon the thing of Libraries to be the great 
Defideratum, even here in Ergland ; and yet ſo fanguine 
am [, that I am fully perſwaded 1 could propoſe thoſe ways to 
the Reverend Clergy of the Kingdom, whereby they might be 
provided therewith with very litrle Charge to themſelves ' or 
others. But to let that paſs ; and I ſhall think my ſelf ſuffici- 
ently happy, if I can accompliſh a Deſign of this Nature elſe- 
where ; the reaſon I ſo much infiſt upon the Z/efulze/s of 'em 
here, is to prove the Neceſity thereof in the foreign Plantations ; 
for here ſome few of the Clergy are able to buy a ſufficient Stock 
of Books for themſelves, bur it is very rarely that thoſe who 90 
into America are in ſuch a Condition ; for Men of Intereſts and 
Fortunes love their Native Country too well, to venture them- 
ſelves abroad. 

Bur the great Objection againſt our Deſign, will be the charge- 
ableneſs thereof, in which reſpe&t when the Catalogue is read 
over, it will appear almoſt impoſſible ro be accompliſh'd. There 
are ſeveral Books laid down upon particular Heads, and the 
Charges of ſuch a Library for every Pariſh will amount to many 
Hundred, if not ſome Thouſand Pounds. But the Merhod [ de- 
ſign to take in the diſpoſing of theſe Libraries, will take off very 
much from the Formidableneſs of this ObjeQtion ; for whereas 
there are ſometimes a ſcore of ſeveral Authors preſcrib'd upon 
the ſame Subject, it 1s 1ntended, that not above one or two upon 
every Point hall be alctted into each Private Library ; and thoſe 
who will not be ſatisfied without _ all that has been writ- 
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| ten by Authors of any Eminency upon every Theological Head 


( whoſe Noble Curioſity, Induſtry, and Thirſt after uiziul Know- 
ledge, I cannot: but highly commend) thoſe Worthy Perſons 
may borrow of their Neighbouring Clergy the Books they them- 
ſelves want, and they again of theſe ; by which means therewill 
alſo this Good acrue, that hereby a mutual Correſpondence 
with one another will te maintain d by: the Clergy ; a Cor- 
reſpondence in Re Literaria, the molt uſeful and nobleſt Cor- 
rcſpondence in the World, and which will render em as conſide- 
rable in Learning and Knowledge, as others are for their Wealth 
and Riches. And if over and above theſe leſſer Libraries canton'd 
into ſo many Parts, we can obtain but one General Library in 
the Province, conſiſting but of the whole ſet laid down in the 
following Catalogue : This is the utmoſt of our ExpeCtation or 
defires. 

And here in theſe general Libraries alone it is that we ſhall diſ- 
poſe of the Antient Writers, whether Fathers, or Philoſophers. 
mentioned in the Catalogue. I thought fit indeed to ſpecifie the 
particular Tracts written upou the ſeveral Heads by thoſe Vene- 
rable Authors, as wellas thoſe waich have been made by Modern 
Writers, as the molt likely means I could think of, in order to 
their being read by the Lower Form of our Clergy. For as it is 
the ſame thing to the Learned part of the World, whether ſome 
Manuſcripts and Pieces of the Antient: be really and utterly loſt, 
or whether they be buried in duſt in unfrequented Libraries, till 
now that ſome Perſons of a Great and Noble Genius, are fearch- 
ing 'em out, in order to give us a Catalogue thereof : So the 
great Reaſon, as I apprehend, why the Lower Form of the Cler- 
gy are not more converſant inthe Antient Writers, is becauſe ſe- 
veral perhaps are not much acquainted, that many of the Sub- 
jets they have written upon, are the very fame they themſelves 
do daily Preach to the People : Whereas for initance, he that 
conſiders that Tertullian, Ambroſe and Chryſoftom have written 
upon Repentance, who among{t us. would not ride {ome Miles 
to a Publick Library to conſult the Senſe of thoſe Perſpicatious 
Writers before we put Pen to Paper our ſelves.

And now Reverend Sirs, I'muſt earneſtly requeſt your Can-- 
dourin palling a favourable Cenfure upon whar: follows. TI have 
had but very little' leiſure, and was conſtrained to a very ſhort 
time to draw up this following Catalogue : And at the beſt do 
pretend to very {mall Skill for ſuch an Undertaking ; But being. 
deſign'd for the Service of the Plantations by my Superiors, at 
whoſe abſolute diſpoſal I ſo much am, that I ſhould think it a ſin 
to diſpute their Ciniaids into any part of the World; where 
I have any reaſon to think it may be to the Service of God's 
Church to be ſent by them; I did netknow how1 could be any 
ways ſerviceable in the Place I am deſign'd for, without ſending 
before me, . or carrying over with me, for the uſe of the Church, 
I go to, ſome Proviſions of this nature. 

But now my Hand is in, it I ſhould find this part accepted, 
I do further deſign to draw out into a more particular Scheme, 
thoſe two great Conditions of the Covenant of Grace; 7he ſe- 
veral Articles included in our Creed, which we are to believe: .

'Ners of Chriſt's Church to be Maſters of: But if no one elſe 
ſhould undertake this part tho I have not Skill my ſelf, I have 
Zeal enough to attempt any thing, tho above my Power, for 
the good of God's Church, and the Honour of his Clergy, the 
great Intereſt of which, I think I can, and hope T ſhall be ever 
able to prefer to any of my own.

INTRODUCTION 


S: H E Deſign of Publiſhing the following Pro- 


polals, and Catalogue, is in hopes that fal- 

| ling into the Hands of ſuch who are Piouſly 

diſpos'd, they may be thereby wrought upon to con- 

rribute towards the promoting the two belt Things in 

the World, Religion and Learning, in thoſe Parts 

which are moſt uncultivated therewith, the American 
Plantations. 

And indeed it is ſcarcely to be imagin'd, that thoſe 
Perſons who are throughly ſeaſon d with true Piety, 
and are ſ{enſ1ble of the ineſtimable Benefit which they 
themielves have received by the Preaching of the 
Goſpel (by which alone they are diſtinguiſh d from 
thoſe Barbarous Indians, whoſe Spiritual Condition 1s 
truly deplorable; and whoſe Converſion is one thing 
herein aim'd at, as well as the Inſtruction of thole of 
our own Colonies.) Ir isnot to be Imagind, I ſay, bur 
that they ſhould be hearty Well-wiſhers to ſuch a De- 

B ſign 
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ſign, and contribute ſo far as they are able, towards 


carrying it on. It was Emphatically ſpoke to St. Peter 
by our Bleſſed Saviour, When thou art Converted, ſtreng- 
then thy Brethren, Luke 22: 32. For a Soul throughly 
Converted, and burning with a fervent Love to God, 
will not only wiſh well tothe Labours of others, but 
by all poſſible means will it ſelf endeavour, that the 
Image of that God he loves, may be impreſt likewiſe 
upon other Mens Souls; and that all the World may 
joyn with him in the Adoration and Praiſes of that 
Blefled Saviour, from whom he does receive ſuch un- 
{peakable Benefits. 

Now, in reference to our Foreign Plantations, the 
Subject of our preſent Concern, I humbly conceive, 
there is {carcely..any more eftfectual way to teſtifie our 
Love to God, or the Souls of Men, by promoting the 
Glory of the one, and contributing to the. common 
Salvation of the other, than by imparcing ſomething 
towards the providing of ſuch Libaries therein, where- 
by the Clergy ſent thicker, may be enabled to 
inſtru& thoſe People in the DoCtrines of ſound Belief 


and good Morals; the two great conftituent parts of 


Chriſtianity. 
For this in the firſt place, I will be bold to aſlerc, 


That however ſome Perſons, whoſe Enmity to the 


Clergy proceeds from their want of Love and Venera- 
tion to. thatGod andReligion,to whom they doMiniſter 
(as is notorious, it we conſider the Principles and 
Practices of thole Men ;) notwithſtanding, I ſay, ſuch 
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are pleasd to traduce the whole Order as uſeleſs, and 
a burden to the World; yet it is evidently owing to the 
Men of that Tribe, that Mankind has been ſo happily 
recover'd from the Ignorance, Barbarity, and Brutiſh 
Manners into which ic was ſunk ; and that Licenctioul- 
neſs, Rapine and Violence have given way to Purity, 
Juſtice and Humanity in thoſe parts of the Werld 
where Pure and Genuine Chriſtianity is taught; Nay, 
and it is owing to them, that where Humane Sacrifices 
were ence offered, now the Reaſonable Service that the 
Goſpel preſcribes, which is to live Soberly, Righteouſly, 
and Godly, has prevail din the World; and that where 
whole Provinces were Slaves to the Devil, they are 
now the Servants of God. And ſhould a Nation, 
through the heavy Judgment of Heaven, become des 
ſtitute of a Learned and a Pious Clergy, and be de- 
livered up to the Malignant Principles of thoſe who 
hate the Profeſſion ; Good God, to what Impurities, 
Rapines and Murders muſt ſuch a wretched People 
be inevitably expos'd ! Such an ineſtimable Benefit to 
Mankind, are a Clergy that do throughly underſtand, 
and induſtriouſly preach the Genuine Doctrines of 
Chriſtianity. 

Next, Ipreſume I may ſafely aſſume this, that as 
the Clergy are more or leſs uſeful to thoſe Excellent 
Ends of Improving and Pertecting the Minds of Men, 
accordingly as they are more or leſs Maſters them- 
ſelves of that Divine Knowledge which they are to 
Teach others; fo it is not poſſible according to the 
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preſent Diſpenſation of Divine Providence, that they 
ſhould throughly underſtand it themſelves, without 
the help, of ſuch Books as treat of all the Sacred Truths 
of Chriſtianity. For now the Goipel being fully. re- 
veal d, Inſpiration is ceasd, and Perſons of all. ſorts, 
Clergy as well as Laity, are left to Study and Reading, 
as the only Means, whereby, together with God's 
Bleſſing, they can attain to that mealure thereof, which 
is ſufficient to inform themlelves and others. 

And therefore Laſtly,trom hence it does follow, that 
ſ{uch Charitable Perſons as ſhall contribute towards the 
furniſhing of the Clergy deſign d for the Engliſh ( lonies 
abroad, with fuch means of Knowledge, as we pros 
pole, cannot but have a proportionable ſhare both in 
the Vertue and in the Reward of that Bleſſed Work, 
whereby Gods Kingdom 1s. exalted in the World, and 
the Devil dilpoſleſsd of that Uſlurpd Dominion he has 
o4ind over {o great a part thereof. Such will in ſome 
meaſure, be accounted to have been Evangeliſts them- 
ſelves, and will partake in the Reward of. thole who 
have turned many, to Righteouſneſs, by carrying the Goſs 
ſpel to other Nations. 

And who is itthat is piouſly Ambitious of being high 
in the Favour and. Love of God, and of beings exalted 
to a higherStation amongſt theBleſled Saints above,that 
would not at the Charge of a Moderate Benefaction, 
be ſo Inſtrumental as this may render him, towards 
the Salvation. of a. conſiderable part of Mankind ? 
The Apoſtles we do all knaw, are to /it upon Twelve 

Threnes 
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Thrones judging the Twelve Tribes of Iſradl. And where: 
fore is it that they ſhall be thus Honoured above all 
Men, but becaule they were the Grand Propagators 
of Chriſtianity, and ſpar d not to ſpend, and be ſpent in that 
Service, 2 Cor. 12. 14. to reduce Mankind to the Obe- 
dience of God? And may not then thoſe Perſons ex- 
pect a proportionable degree of Honour and Reward 
above their Brethren, who ſhall offer of their Subs 
ſtance towards the ſame Noble and Bleſſed End 2 Chas 
rity, indeed of whatſoever kind ic be, will have its 
Reward. He that gives Alms to the Poor, He that 
Cloaths the Naked, or Feeds the Hungry, will find 
it upon his Account at the Day of- Judgment. Bur 
then as there are difterent ways of doing Good ; fo to 
provide Spiritual Food for the Souls of Men, is a Cha: 
rity of as much a more exalted Nature, as the Spirit 
is more Excellent than the Body. _ 

Nor will --this- Charity terminate only on the 
Minds of- thoſe.that receive it, but will alſo have-a 
moſt happy Influence to the procuring of their Bodily 
Comforts, for: whereloever the Goſpel of our Saviour 
prevails, it takes, oft that Ferity -of Nature whereby 
Mankind become. Beaſts. of -Prey, even Wolves and 
Tygers,. to one another, and.renders-em Benign and 
Kind to all choſe who have todo with 'em ; and ready 
to do all manner of good Offices to their Brethren in 
Humane Nature. ' So that. you may ever oblerve, that 
proportionably as Divine Knowledge prevails in the 
World, in the {ſame degrees do Barbarity, Rapine, 
__ | Violence... 
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Violence and Brutality decreaſe, and Humanity, Jus 
ſtice and Order gain ground amongſt Men. And if the 
Authors from whence this Knowledge is deriv'd, are 
not corrupted with ſuch Principles as undermine Mo- 
rality (which is viſible in the Writings of ſome ſort of 
Men ) the tendency of Chriſtian Books, as ſuch, 
is to improve Mankind in all the Faculties and Powers 
of Soul and Body, to a {imilitude with the Holy An- 
gels themſelves ; and indeed to render *em Partakers 
of the Divine Nature. 

This I ſay, if the Authors from whence this Know- 
iedge is derivd, be themſelves good; for Men are 
generally ſuch in their Principles, Tempers, and Dil- 
poſitions, as the Books and Company are with which 
they Converſe, ſince Evil (ommunications in either way 
do Corrupt good Manners : but ſuch as do truly repreſent 
the Nature of that Covenant we have made with 
God in-our Baptiſm, and do ſhew us from thence, the 
indiſpenſable Obligation lying upon us to a Holy Life; 
ſuch as do ſet forth the Principles of our Religion as 
the moſt forcible Motives to live according to the Di- 
Cates 1of Right Reaſon, and the Improvements of 
Revelation; ſuch Authors as theſe do manifeſtly tend, 
not to Debauch the Manners, but to Improve the 
Moralsof Mankind, to that degree, as to bring down 
a kind of Heaven here upon Earth, and to render the 
Inhabitants thereof Guardian-Angels to one another. 
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And this has been the great Aim in that Colle&ion 
of Books here Recommended, as proper to enable 
our Clergy to Advance the Blefled Work propoſed in 
thoſe Plantations where they are to Miniſter, Ir is 
hard to be an{werable for every thing containd in all 
of 'em. There is no Humane Writing free from Faults 
ar Defects in fome kind or other ; But however there 
are no Errors in any of thoſe Books here Propos d, 
which the Orthodoxy of. others in the Catalogue will 
not rectifie. And take em in the whole Bulk, they 
are thought to be ſome of the moſt uſeful in their 
kind, to give a competent Underſtanding of the 
whole Body of Chriſtianity, and all irs Parts. And 
as 1t is endeavoured, together: with the Catalogue of 
Books here exhibited, to give a Scheme ''of Chriſtian 
Truths in that Order wherein they do moſt naturally 
lie ; ſo the very ſtudying of 'em in ſuch a Method,may 
probably tend, not a little ro-the Improvement of our 
American Clergy in Chriſtian Knowledge, and to ena- 
ble '*em the better: to Edifte others.

and this generally through all the general parts of 
Learning, however remote and unnecellary to the par-

Our American Paſtor being-thus far prepat'd cowards 
his great Work of Preaching the Goſpel, as to kno 
and. underſtand. the. Scriptures, and to be convinc'd 
himſelf, iand to be able ro convince others, both of 
their Truth; and-of the great Deſigns, they, and the 
whale-of that Religion contain'd in'em, are to ſerve: 
He may be ſuppos'd capable by this time to take a 
comprehenſive View of the whole Scheme of Chriſtia- 
nity ; and alſo to form a true Judgment of all that 
which really does, or is pretended by the ſeveral Par- 
ties. of Chriſtians to belong thereunto. And indeed 
ſince it is generally accounted the beſt Method in the

Not to ſay, that by 
thus baving our Eye always on the Deſign of Chriſtianity, and by bringing 
every particular Dottrine delivered to us, as Chriſtian, to this Touchſtone, we 
ſhall know how to judge concerning thoſe that are true, which are more, which leſs 
confiderable in the Body of Chriſtian Do@rine, that ſo we may be able acca- 
dingly to put a different value upon 'em, a thing of no ſmall conſequence to the 
Peace and Unity of the Chriſtian Church.

the Neceſſary and Eſſential parks of ( briſtianity ; /o many of 
ſuch Libraries be ſent by the Lord Biſhop of London, by the 
Hands of ſuch as bis Lordſhip (hall Commiſſion for that pur- 
poſe, tobe Appropriated and Affixea, one to each Pariſh in the 
Foreign Plantations, particularly thoſe of Mary-Land, and 
farther as the Fund to be be raiſed ſhall enable, 


2. THAT every Parochial Library ſhall be Affixed in 
a decent and large Room of the Par ſonage- Houſe of ſuch Pax 
 riſh, there to remain to the ſole Wſe of the Minifter thereof for 
the time being, unto all future Generations, and to be as 


UNALLIENABLE as any other the Rights and Dues of 
the Church, which are Aſcertained by Law. 


2- THAT im Order to the Preſeryation of every ſuch 
Library to ſucceeding Ages without Loſs ( as far gs can be Hy- 
manly provided in any thing of that kind) there be made an exa#t 
R 2 ( at _ 
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ſecond with his Comiſſary, or ſome chief Clergy-man in every 
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Catalogue of the Books belonging to the Library of each Pariſh ; | 
and that every ſuch Catalogue be fairly written in four Books

ImbezelF'd or Loſt : And that the Church-Wardens of each Pa- 
riſh be alſo obliged, every Jear, before the Viſttation, to inform

5. THAT for further Security to preſerve them from 
Lofs and Imbezelment, and that they may be known where-ever 
they are found ; in every Book, on the one ſide of the Cover,

6. THAT the .Hmiſter of each Pariſh, by Heirs | 

and Adminiſtrators, may be obitiged, by Virtue of an Att of

Perſons 
principally concern d, to encourage this Deſign : It being maſt 
reaſonable to expe, that in Gratitude to G9d, and the Inhas 
bitants of thoſe Plantations, the more plentifully they have 
reaped of their Temporal Things, the more liberally 
they ſhould ſow to them 1n Spiritual Things. 


That Application be alſo made to ſuch Learned Authors

CONCLUSION- 


Shewing the Preſent State of the Proteſtant | 
Religion i Mary-Land, and what farther 
is now doing in that Colony towards the Pre- | 
moting the ſame, taken from the Account of 
His Majeſty's Secretary in that Province. 


Gu it gives the greateſt Encouragement to con- 

trive good for a People, that they appear diſpos'd 
ro receive it; I cannot conclude this Diſcourſe more 
appolitely, than with a ſhort Repreſentation of what 
is now actually doing in the Colony where theſe Li- 
braries are de{ign'd, towards promoting of Religion 
and Learning ; and that by the Inhabitants themſelves, 
ainder the Influence of an excellent Governour. 
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* In the Year 1691. His Majcſty having graciouſly 
* thought fit to take the Government of .MarysLand in- 
© to his own Hands, and the Province into His imme- 
* diate Care, in May 1692. An Act of Aflembly. 
* paſſed for the Eſtabliſhment of the Proteſtant Reli- 
<« 910n there, and for dividing the Ten Counties there- 
* of into five and twenty Pariſhes, each of which are 
* endowed with a Competent Maintenance for a Mini- 
« fter ; But the Execution of that A& was in a manner 
{© wholly neglected; rill it pleas'd His Majeſty to Con-- 
*fer the Government on the moſt Worthy and Exs 
«© cellent Perſon Francis Nicolſon, Eſq; who ſince his 
* Arrival in Auguſt 1694. with an indefatigable In- 
© duſtry and Zeal ro Promote His Majeſty's Honour, 
* rhe Intereſt of che Proceſtint Religion, and the 
© Good of the whole Province, hath Reviv'd and Re- 
© inforcd the {aid A by another additional one, for 
che Increaſe and Maintenance of Religion, hath 
* ColleQted the Arrears, and is now Building ſeveral 
** Churches, belides one fine Church at Amopolis in 
*© -/rundel County, with a Parſonage-Houſe to every 
«Church; towards all which, His Excellency, the - 
© Council, and other Inhabicants of the Province have: 
* Generoully and Largely Contributed. 

* And that a perpetual Succeſſion of Proteſtant: 
* Divines of theChurch of England may be provided for 
*© the Propagation of the True Chriſtian Religion in the : 
** ſaid Colony; His Excellency hath by the Conſenc- 
'* of, the Councel-and Burgefles in Afſembly, Promo- 
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*teda Law, Veſting a Power in certain Truſtees for 


** Erefting one Free-School in each County : One of 
** which is already begun at Annopolis, and is endow'd 
'* with 100 |, per Annum, for the Maintenance of one 
'* Maſter and two Uthers, for the Inſtructing the 
* Youth of the ſaid Province in Arichmetick, Navi- 
* gation, and all uſeful Learning ; but chiefly for the 
** farting luch as are diſpos'd to Study Divinity, to be 
* farther Educated at his Majeſty's College-Royal in 
* Virginia, in order upon their Recurn, to be Ordaind 
* by the Lord Biſhop of London's Suffragan, Reſiding in 
** the Province, both for that purpole, and to Superviſe 
** the Lives of the Clergy thereof ; tor whole Support 
* alſo at the Requeſt and Recommendation of the Al- 
** ſembly, His Excelltency hath ſettled a Fair and Com- 
* petent Maintenance. 

This may be ſufficient to ſhew ſuch as are diſpos'd 
to Good Works, and whole Daty it is to be Ditlcreet 
and Prudent 1a ordering t1eir Charity to the beſt Pur- 
poſes, as well as co be Bountiful according to their 
Ability ; that here are a People as wel dilposd to re- 


ceive Beneft by a Learaed and Induſtrious Clergy, as 


can be wiſh'd or defird. And therefore to induce So- 
ber, Serious and Studious Young Divines to go to the 
Foreign Plantations, and to Qualifie 'em to Anſwer 
the Ends of their Miſſion, I could not think of ſo proper 
a Means, as to provide them, each with a Colleion of 
Choice and Ulcful Books ; and to perpetuate an Uletul 
Clergy there, to fix theſe Parochial Libraries in the

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Parſonage-Houſes, for the perpetual Uſe of rhoſe who 
{hall Ay chem. N 

And ſurely a more ſuitable encourageitient AER Mah 
of Good Parts and Inclihations, to-po uponfo- Bleſſed 
a Miſſion ſcarcely can be thought of ; for as it'is Good 
Books alone which will encourage che moſt Studious, 
Vertuous, and conſequently the moſt Uſeful Perſons 
togo over; ſo it is an Encouragement that is in a 
manner neceſſary to be provided in the Foreign Plan- 
tations ; Since few or none at their firſt going over, 
are ina Condition to provide themſelves therewith : 
And when they are there, Books are not to be met 
with by thoſe who ſhall be able buy 'em ;. and y 
without a Competent Proviſion of "5M Uſeful Fr 
Neceſſary Books, (I cannot forbear often to repeat 
this) it is Morally impoſſible that any ſhould be ena- 
bled to Inſtruct their People: 

And now that ſuch ear Works are begun and 
carry d oli by an excellent Governour,and well diſpoſed 
People , what a happy ConjunRure is thisfor Perſons 
__ are Piouſly diſpos d,to give their helping Hand to- 
wards ſuch Bleſſed and Glorious Deſi 1838s, as the Pro- 
pagating of True Chriſtian Knowledge and.. Practice
